Dr. George Ball, gave 

his quarterly report at a recent 
meeting of the Foothills Heath 
Unit, covering a period up to Sept. 
20. He included June inthisrepoit 
calling attention to the fact that 
June md September are the only 
school months in the period. In 
those two months 364 school chil¬ 
dren were examined. For the 
school year 1949-50, the program 
in schools was completed. 

In respect to contagious and 
other diseases of the district, the 
M.H.O. reported two other sus- 
pedted cases of undulant fever, 
still unconfirmed 

To date the district has escap¬ 
ed polio and the danger wanes as 
the season advances. 

Immunization has proceeded 
normally with a total of 851 given. 
Immunization against Tetanus is 
to be introduced soon in baby clin¬ 
ics. 

In respect to Tuberculosis, work 
has increased and it is hoped in 
the near future to establish ai T.B. 
clinic at Health Unit offices in 
High River. “However,” said Dr 
Ball’s report, “our accomodation 
is so poor at present that such an 
establishment is imposs ble. But 
there appear to be a sufficiency of 
cases in the area to warrant the 
step.” 

An attempt has been made, he 
continued, to screen all restaurant 
personnel in the area for T.B. 
This has been done at Vulcan, 
Nunton, Okotoks and High River. 
Cf these some have been placed 
under surveillance. It is hoped that 
this Work will eventually include 
all food and drink handlers. A 
mobile X-ray unit conducted sui- 
veys in Mossleigh and Champion 
areas. 

Child Welfare 

Some 56 clinics were held in the 
four month period, atterar’ied by 793 
children; 134 visits were made in 
connection with infant and child 
welfare. 

Two clinics have been held by’ 
the psychiatric team. 

A number of visits have been 
made and two meetings held in 
connection with forming a Social 
Services Council in the High Riv¬ 
er district. "There is still pressing 
need.” said the report, “for em¬ 
ployment of a full time social 
worker. The problems of the aged 
and the children are extensive and 
though little seen are none the 
less distressing.” 

Sanitation 

Much time has been spent 
amongst milk producers and pro¬ 
cessing plants. In one particular 
district milk has been prepared un¬ 
der particularly poor circumstanc¬ 
es and the processing technique is 
unsatisfactory; String attempts 
have Seen made to correct this 
d ificulty. 

The processing plant at Black 
Diamond has changed ownership. 
One new shipper has been taken 
on strength. New barns have been 
built by four, new milk houses by 
three, and improvements made to 
three barns. 

A new pasteurizing plant is be¬ 
ing constructed at Nanton. with 
milk shippers investigated for sup¬ 
ply of the plant. 

The provincial ’ auto camp in¬ 
spector made thorough investiga- 
t on of six auto camps. Two un¬ 
licensed auto camps were closed 
up. 

Licensing of milk producers has 
progressed to the stage where all 
milk producers but two accep* the 
principle of Bangs free herds. A 
number are vaccinating cattle 
against Bangs disease.

Name Press Reporters 

Every year about this time we like to remind the 
various organizations of the town and district which 
are now nominating and electing their officers for the 
coming year to appoint a press reporter.. 

Evajy organization whose meetings and activit¬ 
ies are of interest to the general public should have 
a press secretary whose job is to see that the activit¬ 
ies of the club or association he or she represents re¬ 
ceive the proper publicity. 

Some organizations co-operate admirably in this 
respect. Others expect the newspaper to have a re¬ 
porter at every one of their meetings and to constantly 
keep in touch with their activities—a job well nigh 
impossible when one stops to think how many organ¬ 
izations there* are in Vulcan and district. 

The Advocate does its best to cover the more 
important meetings or to arrange for coverage, but 
limitations of staff and time must be considered. A 
meeting that may take two or three hours may only 
rate a short space in the paper, and yet we would like 
to have that meeting reported. The co-operation of 
organizations in naming press reporters would make 
this possible.

Prevalent This Year 


The Veterinary Genera's’ Re¬ 
port for the 1945-1946 fiscal year 
showed that out of a total of 
slightly over 5 million hogs slau¬ 
ghtered, the presence of T.B. was 
located in 3.065 carcasses and 2,- 
261,585 portions. When the pre¬ 
sence of T.B. is located several 
portions of the animal are norm¬ 
ally Infected. According to the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Health of An'mals Branch, 
evidence of T.B. infection was 
found in slightly over 17 per cent 
of all hogs slaughtered under in¬ 
spection from April 1st, 1946 to 
March 31st, 1947. 

The most common type of T.B. 
found in swine is the ovian or 
poultry type. In .most cases the 
animal appears healthy, but the 
disease can be tested by the Tu¬ 
berculin te9t or us discovered when 
the animal is slaughtered in gov¬ 
ernment Inspected establishments. 
Therefore it would appear that if 
T.B. were controlled among chic¬ 
kens, its Incidence among swine 
wqgd also decrease. ' 

A survey was conducted In six 
Illinois counties concerning this 
question. It was found out that 


out of 301 mixed flocks contain¬ 
ing young and old birds that were 
T.B. tested, 198 flocks or 63.7 per 
cent disclosed one or more react¬ 
ing birds and out of a total of 53,- 
OuO young and old birds tested in 
these flocks, 52'per cent leaded. 
This report states that the most 
encouraging aspect of the survey, 
was that out- of a total of 66 all 
pullet flocks, which refers to 
birds under- 18 months of age, on¬ 
ly 8 flocks or 12 per cent nad re¬ 
actors. Out of 12,000 birds in these 
all pullet f’ocks, only 72 or .6 per 
cent reacted. 

According to this report there 
is practically no tuberculosis in 
either poultry (or swine in. the 
eastern states, aryl this is attrib¬ 
uted to the fact that It has long 
been a practise there to keep on¬ 
ly "a'l-pullet" flocks. 

Where "all-pullet” flocks are not 
kept, an attempt should be made 
to keep the old birds separate 
from the pullets and the hogs.

BIG HIGHWAY PROGRAM 

PLANNED FOR NEXT YEAR 

Alberta is planning to have 3,- 
C00 miles of hard surfaced high¬ 
ways within the next five years 
This was stated by Hon. 

Mac Mi. Ian. minister of public 
works, when addressing the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Calgary 
branch of the Alberta Motor As¬ 
sociation, held recently. 

The minister discussed the gov¬ 
ernment's road DUilding program 
for the current year. He s-rii the 
idea was to spread the available 
money as equitably as possible. 

For the 1950 program, the de¬ 
partment had planned 600 miles of 
grading, with gravelling and re¬ 
gravelling of 827 miles and hard 
surfacing of 307 miles. At present, 
Alberta has 1,000 miles of hard 
surfaced highways, he said. 

Referring to the 195t program, 
the mnister said It is anticipated 
that 700 miles of roadway -.vlll be 
built. 

Mr. MacMillan said 20 miles of 
the Edmonton-Jasper road were 
paved this year and another 20 
miles will be done next year. Some 
30 miles of highway have been 
built in the Peace River and tur- 
ther work will he done next year. 

The minister also said It is plan¬ 
ned to build a cross country high¬ 
way into the Peace River district.

Many railway crossings have 
more than one track,' which multi¬ 
plies the hazard to the motorist 
and makes the need for caution 
doubly great. The drawing above 
emphasizes one of the prime dan¬ 
gers of the multiple-track cross¬ 
ing—the train on the farther 
track obscured by the train mov¬ 
ing in the opposite direction on 
the near track. This motorist 
would have have*! himself trouble 
if he had waited a second or two 
to see if the farther track was 


clear before proceeding. The 
Board of Transport Commission¬ 
ers for Canada received reports of 
443 railway crossing accjdents in 
the 12-month period ended June 
30th last'. These accidents took 140 
lives and injured 549 others. In 
some cases motorists disregarded 
protective devices placed at .cros¬ 
sings for their protection, and in 
others disregard of the basic rules 
of safe driving was responsible for 
needless loss of life and injury'- 


Marketing Low Grade 
^Wheat Through Stock 





' l 


The large available supply of 
low grade wheat, on thousands of 
Western farms, as a result of sev¬ 
ere frosts during the 1950 crop 
season has brought to the fore 
the question of the use of this 
class of wheat in livestock feeding. 
At present values for the sub- 
milling grades of wheat, many 
farmers are interested in some 
other method of marketing than 
through the elevators, says Sup¬ 
erintendent H. E. Wilson of the 
Melfort Experimental Station. 
"Walking” this kind of wheat to 
market offers possibilities and, 
with ,th's in mind some reference 
will be made in what follows to 
the part which low grade wheat 
may play in livestock feeding. 

Wheat has many qualities which 
make it a desirable feed for 
swine. However, in feeding fop gs 
wheat that has been badly dam¬ 
aged by frost, it should be borne 
in mind that this class of grain 
is usually richer in protein than 
plump wheat, but it is much low¬ 
er in carbohydrates. Because of 
tills, wheat that is badly shrunken 
is best suited for growing, rather 
than fattening purposes, and 
good quality wheat or plump bar¬ 
ley in the fattening ration. No. 
5 and No. S wheat may be mixed 
with badly frozen wheat. or bar¬ 
ley and a better feed obtained. 
This is perhaps the most effective 
way of giving the pigs a better 
chance to handle the frozen grain 
satisfactorily. A mixture of grains 
is always preferable to‘ any one 
single grain. 

In mixing wheat with other 
grains use parts by weight rather 
than parts by measure, as ground 
wheat per unit of measure weighs 
more than a s ; milar volume of 
ground oats or barley. It is much 
easier to overfeed with wheat, 
particu’arly to voung growing pigs 
than with grains that are less 
concentrated in nature. Such an 
observation should emphasize the 
importance of feeding on a weight 
basis rather than by bulk or mea¬ 
sure. 

In addition to making an effort 
when possible to mix good and 
bad grain as a means of giving 
the pigs a better chance, the Im¬ 
portance of supplementing the 
grain mixture with skim milk, 
buttermilk or some other suitable 
protein-vitamin-rich concentrate 
must not be overlooked Though 
wheat Is somewhat richer than 
barley in - protein, both are low In 
calcium (lime) and vitamins and 
therefore requiring the addition of 
an efficient supplement to produce 
rapid and economical gains. 'With 
mixtures containing a large per- 
centage of wheat or barlfcy, the 
rate of gain, is more rapid and the 
need for protein, mineral and vita¬ 
min supplements becomes more 
urgent. The principal need for 
vitamin supplements comes during 
the winter and spring months 
when the pigs are confined for 
long periods and when fresh green 
feeds are not available. Feeding 
oils of commercial grade are rich 
in vitamins, A (for growth) and 
D (for bone building) and when 
added to a grain mixture contain¬ 
ing wheat will assist in prevent¬ 


ing crippling. A high potency feed- 
of one teaspoonful per pig daily 
until the pigs weigh approximately 
100 pounds. When commercial 
supplements which contain feed¬ 
ing oil are being fed, it will not 
be necessary to feed additional oil. 

When an adequate amount of 
skim milk or buttermilk is avail 
able, there is little need for feeds 
to supplement a ration containing 
ground wheat, but when milk is 
scarce or entirely lacking supple¬ 
ments must be used if the largest 
returns for the wheat fed are to 
be obtained. In the absence of 
milk, commercial concentrates 
may be used at the discretion of 
the feeder and should be fed ac¬ 
cording to the recommendations of 
tire manufacturer. A point that 
must be kept in mind in the use 
of wheat in pig feeding Is that 
supplementary feeding is essent¬ 
ial. 

Low grade wheat may be used 
up to one-half of the grain mix¬ 
ture for in-pig sows or sows nurs¬ 
ing litters. The sows should not 
be overfed at any time and al¬ 
lowed to become too lat. drain 
mixtures made up of one part of 
oats to one part of wheat, or two 
parts of oats with one part wheat 
and one part barley would be 
satisfactory If fed in the proper 
amounts. If milk is. available as a 
source of protein two gallons per 
feow daily will supply the correct 
balance of protein. If milk is not 
available from six to eight per 
cent of commercial "Sow Concen- 
tiate" thoroughly mixed with the 
meal mixture is perhaps the best 
singie substitute. An especially im¬ 
portant part of the sow’s ration 
(luring the winter gestation per¬ 
iod is bright, green, sun-cured al¬ 
falfa hay. The use of this supple¬ 
mentary feed will assist in the 
production of vigorous, healthy 
pigs at birth. Wheat should be 
ground coarsely or rolled before 
feeding to swine. Fine grinding is 
more conductive to pasting ind 
digestive troubles. 

Low gradb wheat is a’so an ec¬ 
onomical and valuable feed for 
fattening cattle When wheat is 
fed to fattenffijf cSKIe It is a safe 
procedure to add whole oats to 
the coarsely ground or rolled 
wheat during the eariy stage of 
the feeding period, gradually re¬ 
ducing the aniotmt of oats until 
after the first six weeks the ra¬ 
tion may consist of one part oats 
and three parts wheat. 

Wheat must be fed with a mea¬ 
sure of caution to horses, cattle 
and sheep on account of its low 
fibre content. For these classes of 
livestock wheat, which is a heavy, 
concentrated feed, can be mixed 
advantageously In definite propor¬ 
tions with a bulky grain such as 
oats. Because of its rather pasty 
nature, the best results.are prob¬ 
ably secured when wheat does not 
form more than one-half or at 
most three-quarters of the con¬ 
centrate mixture. 


At present only one-fifth of 
Canada's water power resources 
are harnessed to manufacture el¬ 
ectricity.
